In the highly specialized business of raising evergreen trees and 
shrubs Storrs & Harrison leadership has long been recognized. 
Parent plants, used for scions and cuttings, are selected with care, 
all factors such as color, symmetry, texture of foliage, hardiness 
and growing habits being considered.
